PUBLIC BUILDING PLANS. 


Architects May Compete for Govern- 


ment Fees. 


WABmxaTo.N, June li.—The secretary 


of tho treasury has issued regulations 
carrying into effect 'the act. of congress 
approved February 20,1JW3, and known 
as the Tarnsey act. Thia act authorizes 
the secretary to obtain plana and speci- 
ticfttiona for buildings by compotition 
between architects, citizans of 
tbe 


IJnited States. Under these regulations 
at least live architects, of good profes- 
sional standing, will he requested by the 
secretary to submit competitive plans, | 
specifications and drawings (or each 
building to bo erected, the merits of 
which will ba investigated by a com- 
mittee consisting of the supervising 
architect of the treasury and two archi- 
tects or experts in construction, who 
will report to the secretary for bia ap- 
proval. The architect whose designs 
re accepted will receive in compensation 
r his full professional services, includ- 
ug local supervision of building, a fee 
ompuled at the rate of tfvo per cent 
pon all sums "up to $500,000, 3>£ per 
ent on the next $500,000 or any pnrt 
hereof, and 21/, par cent upon any es- 
>sa beyond $1,000,000. 
Tho dopartment, however, re?ervea 
ie right to reject any or all plans. 
Tbe supervising architect's office will 
urniah all data aa to cost and general 
equirementa of ^be buildings placed in 
ninpetition and the successful architect 
will be awarded a commission to pre- 
are plane, drawings and eppcificatioua 
nd locally supervise tbe building won 
n any competition. Tbe department 
will provide a competent super ntend- 
nt of construction whose qualifications 
ball be passed upon by the architect

in the contest, and the success of the 
local miners in their efforts to secure 
a general suspension in tine district 
will have an important hearing on the 
outcome of the movement.

"Whatever imperfection? exist are in 


the superstructure, and their remedy 
lies wholly in the people's hands. Thia 
is a government of the people, and if it 
ia not condncted by them and for their 
Lreaefit, they alone must bear the bar- 
den of the blame, 
"If they tell us that electioua are car- 


ried by bribery and intimidation (which 
Bcems to bu the preeeut fashion), let tis 
ask who ia bribed or intimidated. If 
they charge officiate with corruption, let 
us inquire who elected them. If they 
say that the laws are oppressive or un- 
juat, let them also tell by whom they 
were enacted. Such charges, if true, 
would carry with them their own con- 
demnation. 
But they are not true. 


Such things may esiat in isolated cases, 
but the man who would seek to make a 
rule from the exception, dofia not possess 
that degrea of patriotism, to aay noth- 
ing of fairness, which goea tot^e tnakiug 
of pood citizanahip. 


''If the people really desiro to bring 


about reform, the power rests with 
them, and they have but to exercise it 
bravely, wiaely end honestly, to accom- 
plish whatever they may wish. It there 
are evils in the statutes, the blame lies 
with thoae who made them—the people. 
If men in oflice fail to execute the lawn, 
the diaeredit rests on tho^e who en- 
trusted them with the power."

WASHINGTON', July 8.—The houee to- 


day sent tbe tariff bill to conference. 
Chairman Dingley, Payne of New York, 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, Hopkins of Illi- 
nois and tirosveuor of Ohio, Republi- 
cans, and Bailey of Texae, McMillan of 
Tennessee aud Wheeler of Alabama, 
Democrats, were appointed conferees. 


The proceedings were in no way sen- 


sational. 
Thin action was taken by 


means of a special order brought iu from 
the committee on rules. The minority 
madenoobjection to it, but protested 
because the majority refused m advance 
to enter into an agreement ab to the 
length of time to be allowed for debate 
when tho bill is reported back hy the 
.conferees. They also attempted to make 
some political capital about the refusal 
of the majority to permit action on tho 
Cuban belligerency resolution and the 
bankruptcy bill. 


McMillan, tried to offer an amendment 


to the special order setting esido tomor- 
row for the consideration of the senate 
Cuban belligerency bill and Saturday 
for the bankruptcy bill, but Dalzell said 
ho would not yield for tho purpose of 
amendment. Resides heaubmitted tbat 
the amendment waa not germane. 


Mr. Bailey, in closing the debate for 


hia aide, said if the minority bad been 
given assurance of a reasonable time for 
debate wheu the conference report was 
presented to the house the adoption of 
tho special order would not have been 
antagonized, lie defended the course 
of the Democrats in the eenate, show- 
ing that no attempt had been made 
there to delay action on a partisan tariff 
measure, and contrasted with tbat the 
refusal of tbe house to consider tbo 
non-partisan Cuban resolution and the 
bankruptcy bill, both of which, he aaid, 
were approved by the overwhelming 
eentiment of the people. Mr. Bailey's 
allusion to Cuba was warmly applauded 
by tbe Democrats, who renewed their 
demonstration when Mr. Bailey said 
that the President found time to send a 
special ambassador 3000 miles to attend 
the festivities in honor of a European 
monarch, but none to send even a mes- 
sage of sympathy to the people strug- 
gling for freedom at oar very door. 


Mr. Dalzsll, in closing tbo debate, 


said there was no doubt that a reasona- 
ble time would be allowed for debate on 
the conference report. 


Before the tariff bill was acted npon, 


Mr. 
Lewis of Washington, for the 


minority, offered aa a privileged question 
a resolution declaring that the bouse, 
by its six days' adjonrnmentin violation 
of the constitution, was "disorganized 
and nuconBtitutional aud could not give 
legality to the trust amendments to the 
tariff bill." 


The speaker declared the resolution 


not to be a privileged question. Mr. 
Lewis-appealed, but the chair refused 
to pat the appeal to the bouse. 


The house spent the afternoon, under 


the special order adopted last week, 
listening to entagies on the life and pub- 
lic cervices of the late Judge Holman, 
who began his service in the house forty 
years ago. 


At 6 o'clock, as a further mark of 


respect, the bouse adjourned. 


CONFEREES MEET. 


WASIIINT.TOS, July S.-rThe first meet- 


ing of the conferees of the senate and 
honse on the tariff bill began at 2 p.m. 
in the eenate finance committee room. 
The meeting was a formal one and at- 
tended by both Republicans and Demo- 
crats. 


The Democratic members of the con- 


ference remained less than ten minutes. 
They withdrew upon an intimation of 
tbe Republicans that they denired an 
opportunity to reconcile their differences 
before consulting with the Democrats. 
It waa recalled that this privilege had 
boon accorded the party in power in 
1890 and ISO4, and Urn Democrats did 
not demur to the proposition. With the 
departure of the Democrats, the Repub- 
licans representing the senate and house 
entered npon a general exchange of 
views regarding the bill. 
' 


Was Known as One of the South- 


ern War Governors. 


WASHINGTON*, July S.—Senator Isham 


G. Harris of Tennessee died at his home 
in this city late this afternoon. 


Probably no man in public life has 


been identified with more history of this 
country than hod Senator Harris. He 
hftd almost completed hia 7!»th year, 
having been born in Tenaeseue in Feb- 
ruary, ISIS, and first became a member 
of congress In 1S4(J. He was three times 
In succession before the war, beginning 
in 1857, elected governor of hie state, 
and was serving in that capacity when 
the war broke out. He took a pro- 
nounced stand for the southern confed- 
eracy and waa known as one of tbe 
southern war governors.

Uut Messrs. Oheapo and Pflrrin have 
never until the defendant the said sum 
Of $100,000. 
In IS'Jl, the defendant continues, in 


order to carry out his part of the agree- 
ment with the plaintiff, he executed to 
the company a draft 
for $9900 on 


Messrs. Choapa and Pflrrin, and it ac- 
cepted this aa payment in full, releasinc 
the defendant from further obligations.

to Alfalfa. 


From the TuUre Rf f l«t*r. 


O. M. Uktch reports a Huitt expori- 


•nc« in wheat growing which wiU prove 
of intereit and may be of benefit to 
others. *H» plowed up a piece of alfalfa 
ground. 13.W acrei, measured .which he 
seeded just before the fiwt of February. 
It WAI irrigated with the firat water 
which came down in April. He haa 
harveetod the crop on this piece and had 
•'-Jl eacka of Socora wheat. As there 
waa some oi it lodged so that a machine 
could not take ii op there was more 
grain than was measured, probably 
three or four packs per acre. ThU wae 
no loss, however, as hoga were turned 
iu and harvested what was left by thu 
machine. 


Now where the object leeeon comes in 


ia by comparison with another piece of 
land just as good, but which had been 
.•ropped right along without a rest by 
Deing put in alfalfa. On this he hud 2o 
acres and the crop was 209 Backe. Thia 
piece was seeded iu December. 
\s there ia no appreciable difference 


in the land the difference in the yield 
must have been owing to the difference 
in treatment. The moral ia that an oc- 
casional chansa to alfalfa ia a good 
thing.

The accident at the water works night 
efore laet was the firat one of any ccn- 
eqnencB that has ever happened to the 
lant. Wbile for a few hours a water 
amine in the city waa threatened, tho 
ouinany by energetic efforts prevented 


ub a state of affairs. 
The collapEe of tbe wall which fell on 
be pumpa and rendered them useless 
raa due to a leak in tbe big discharge 
iipe from the tank at a point nnder the 
he eaat wall of the pump house. The 
eBult waa that the foundation gave way, 
and without a sign of warning the wall, 
which is forty feeit high, came tumbling 
down In a masa of ruina. It waa bnilt 
of brick and Hubetantially, but tbe 
water eo weakened tbe foundation that 
.t gave way. The wall fell in upon the 
iteam and electric pumps, totally dis- 
iblingthem. Tbe electric dynamo waa 
entirely covered up and the steam ma- 
chine partially. The dirt and brick 
were cleared from the ateam pump after 
six honra of hard work by as many 
men as could work in tbe limited apace, 
and it waa started pom pine at once. 
After this the danger of a shortage of 
water was removed. 


A great quantity of tbe water in the 


250,000 gallon tank escaped through tbe 
leak, and if tbe reserve pomp in tbe 
rear of the electric eab-etation had not 
been ready for such an emergency the 
city would have been imperiled by the 
possibility of a 6re breaking out, with 
no water to fight it. The reserve engine 
haa a pumping capacity of 50,000 gal- 
lons an hour, and it was Bet to work im- 
mediately after the accident. 


•The extent of the casualty may be 


realized when it ia considered that the 
opening in the wall of the pump house 
caused by the cave ia 30 feet high and 
fully 35 feet long.

PouGUKEEpaiE, N. Y., July 2.—All of 


the expectations of lovers of American 
sports, that by establiahing new records 
the Pennsylvania and Columbia crews 
would be entitled to demand admission 
to what promises to be an inter-colle- 
giate rowing combination of three col- 
leges, Yale, Harvard and Cornell, have 
been rudely shattered. The contest on 
tbe Hudson this afternoon, which had 
been heralded as promising a close and 
exciting finish and which each college' 
coach declared would be a record-break- 
ing contest, turned out to be the merest 
sort of a proceaaion and au apology for 
a race. 


It is true that tho water conditions 


were not favorable to fast time, and that 
men like Walter Peel, aud other boat- 
ing experts alleged that it was not a 
proper time to start a race, but it is alao 
true that, once having atartnd, tho 
chances were certainly equal for each 
crew. 


The lightest crfiw on the rivar, and 


the oue less likely to be able to stand 
the swells caused by the wind blowing 
against the tide, came out of the contest 
an easy winnei, and only slightly be- 
hind tho record of Yale last week when 
ehe finished second iu the varsity race, 
with all the conditions in her favor. 


The heaviest crew in the race today, 


Pennsylvania, found ita boat washed 
full of water before the second mile was 
reached and after paaamg that point 
was compelled to retire from the con- 
teat. The nex.1 heaviest crew, Colum- 
bia, bravely heralded as a rough water 
crew, was BO fearful of results from the 
same cause tbat it lost many lengths 
steering in-shore. 


In some rcapectatho contest was piti- 


ful. Cornell, the winner of the two pre- 
vious coutesta, the victor over Yale and 
Harvard, had been led tu believe that 
Pennsylvania and Columbia would put 
up a harder fight than her contestants 
in the other races. On the contrary, 
tho Cornell crew rowed over the course 
in the eaaieat kind of fashion, only hit- 
ting up the stroke in the laat three- 
quartern of a mile, in an evident en- 
deavor to make fair timo. Columbia 
struggled in the rear, losing length by 
length, while rowing a mnch quicker 
etrofio than Cornell, aud finally, after 
crossing tbe Hno, her crew fouud thorn- 


;Ves almost incapable nf further work. 


As if to exhibit her prowees, aud her 
wonderfully husbanded strength, the 
Cornell coxswain turned his boat around 
and rowed up a mile and a quarter 
above the finish to aalutedefeated Penn- 
sylvania and then returned to the boat 
honae. There waa really no race to de- 
scribe, at least, not after the aecond 
mile.

Fresno gave an enthusiastic welcome 


laat evening to one of the nation's uiual- 
talked-of men—William J. Bryan, tbe 
#reat champion of freesilver. His coming 
had bsen thoroughly advertiaed, curios- 
ity bad been Aroused to a high pitch, 
and the result was that be waa greeted 
by one of tho largest crowds ever eeen 
in Fresno. 


The city was in gala atliro, f he Fourth 


of July committee having put up its 
street decorations for tbe nation's birth- 
day, and many of the buainesa houses 
were also bandaomely decorated. Moat 
of the people from outside points did 
not arrive until late, and aa the atreeta 
did not present the lively appearance 
early in the day that waa expected 
many began to feel a littlo dubious. 
However, all feara were put at rest 
wben the different traina arrived with 
their carloads of people. While the 
total attendance from outside towna and 
the country waa not all that might have 
been expected, a liberal estimate being 
about 5000, it must be remembered that 
many failed to couie because they had a 
chance to hear Bryan. This 7?aa the 
case with the Maderaus and Mercedana. 
Many Tulara people also remained away 
because they preferred to bear Bryan 
speak at Tulare. 


The plans of the local reception com- 


mi t tee were knocked into a cocked hat 
by a chain of adverse circumstances. 
Delays were experienced alone the road 
and shortly before reaching Madera the 
engine attached tu the soecial train wan 
disabled. There was complaint here 
and there, but on the whole the people 
took tbe delay good naturedly. When 
the famous Nebraakan did como, bow- 
ever, after several false alarms he re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation. Men yelled 
and acted like maniacs, while tho ladies 
tried to outscrtmin them. Many were 
determined to ahake hands with tbe 
distinguished visitor and boro down 
upon him. It was with the utmost 
difficulty tbat Grand Marshal Grichton 
find bis fti'ia hphl tho crowd back, but in 
tbe interval many bud succeeded in 
grasping the Bryan hand. 


It is estimated that tbere were about 


12,000 people at tbe epeakinc. A num- 
ber of the eeatn gave way and a low 
persona were hurt. The people on tlie 
more remote seats could hoar Bryan but 
indistinctly and those further back could 
not make ont what he said at all. 
While Mr. Bryan ia undoubtedly an 
orator of ability, ho spoke with more 
deliberation than wan expected and 
also seemed to lack force. However, 
this may have been owing to hia being 
tired, for last night's waa the niutb 
speech be made yesterday. The audi- 
ence alao seemed tired, for the applause 
waa neither very enthusiastic oor. pro- 
longed. The incidenta of Mr. Bryan'a 
visit follow under appropriate heado.

A COMMONPLACE SPEECH.

He walked over to the email table and 
laid hia duater and hat on the floor 
under it. The band played two abort 
selections, during which Mr. Bryan re- 
clined in a chair with bia bead thrown 
back and eyea closed, as if he waa buried 
in deep thought.

No ques- 
ion has arisen, no question presents 
tself now, no question will ariaa in all 
be ages that are to come tbat will be 
oo deep for the American people to 
grapple with and to successfully solve. 


QPOTE3 LINCOLN'. 


The chairman has spoken of the com- 


mon people. I know tbat when we 
peak of the common people some ac- 
cuse us of being demagogues, and yet, 
my friends, I often have occasion to re- 
call what Lincoln once said. He aaid 
that the Lord muat have loved the com- 
mon people, because he made eo many 
of them. (Laughter.) I think all the 
common people far outnumber the un- 
common people in thiB country, and the 
uncommon people are not so numerous 
wben estimated by others as they are 
when estimated by themselves. 


We are all common people; wo don't 


differ a great deal in mental strength or 
n physical strength, and we differ still 
lesa in the purposes that control ua.

sometimes 
circumstances arise 


which muka great differencea; eome- 
iimes abuses are fastened on to the gov- 
ernment which drive tbe extremes of 
eocietv farther and farther apart, and 
wheu'we seek to reform tbeae abuses 
wo aro accused of raising our bauds 
igainst governnfent itself. 


NOT DISTITHBED BY ABUSE. 


One of the things that pained me 


most during the last campaign waa tbat 
tur opponents, not willing to meet our 
arguments, aought to shield themselves 
behind ubueive epithets, and to c' 
that all who believe in remedial It.. 
Uon were disturbers of public peace, 
were anarchists and socialists. 
My 


friends, these terms have never dis- 
tnrhod mo at all. I have consoled my- 
self with the thought that it Is not what 
people say of you that determines what 
you are, but it ia what you are thnt de- 
terminea what they ought to say of you: 
and when we aek for reform we anal 
not be deterred because those who wil 
suffer by our reforms try to find faull 
with what we try to do. 


ALL MKS ARE EOUAU 


I want you to roneider for a momen 


a fundamental principle which under 
lies our form of government. It ia the 
principle which, in my judgment, liei 
deepest down of all the principals; it ie

THE SL'iuEcr or TAXATION. 


Ii time permitted I would like to take 
bis principle and ehow you how it is 
iolated in various ways. 1 ahall eim- 
ilj suggest tbe application of the princi- 
ile in one direction. Take the subject 
f taxation. 
Ie there any principle 


which governs tbe aeEeesmentsof taxes? 


think I can state one tbat you will all 
limit to be correct. I assert that each 
ilizon ahoulU contribute to tbe support 
f his government in proportion to the 
jenefite which he receives from hia 
overnment. You a!l recognize the cor- 
ectness of that principle, and yet, my 
riends, do you watch to eee that that 
rinciple ia carried out? 
!)o you watch 


o eee that that principle ia not violated 
>y laws intended to collect tases from 
tie people? Let me show you what any 
neyual taxes means; let me enow you 
what ia tbe effect of unjuat tax laws, 
iuppoae I have two men in contempla- 
ton and one paya teu dollars to support 
tis government wben he ought only to 
ay fiv-s and another pays five only 


wben he ought to pay ten, what ia the 
fleet of Buch a law? Well, you say, 
ne iss uudertaxed and the other ia over- 
axed ; but atrip it, my friends, of all its 
"ictoric and what doea it mean? It 
leans that if you ha Yd a law that makea 
ne man pay teu when ho ought only to 
ay five and lets one man off with five 


wben he ought to pay ten, 
tbe ef- 


301 of that law ia simply to take five 
ollara out of one man's pocket and put 
lat five dollara in another man's pocket 


—that is alt it means, that ia what un- 
ust taxation meana. Unjust taxation 
B robbery iu the form of law; it ia lar- 
jny by more polite meaua than, the 
ighwayman employs, buiit is larceny 
n principle just the same. 


THE INCOME TAX. 


Now, I want to say to you that in the 
outeat through which wfi passed last 
all 
bad some criticiam directed 


Gainst us because we favored an income 
ix. I for one favored an income tax; 
favor an income tax today. I believe 
t ia the moat just principle of taxation 
hat was ever invoked, and I hope to 
ive to eeo the day when tha wealth of 
his country, instead of enjoying the 
iriuciplea and escaping taxation, will 
ie made to bear its ahare of the support 
if tho government. (Applause.)

mizht dwell for juat a moment on 


bis subject. 


ABSURD COMPARISON'S. 


I said in tbe first place that people 


aught to contribute to the support of the 
government iu proportion to tbe bene- 
[ta received. How do we pay our fed- 
ral taxes? Not by direct taxes assessed 
n proportion to wealth or property. 
VB pav our federal taxes through inter- 
nal revenue taxes and import duties. 
Do internal revenue taxes assess people 
n proportion to their wealth? Not at 
ill. Internal revenue taxes are col- 
ected on liquor and tobacco. The peo- 
ile don't use liquor in proportion to 
,heir incomes or in proportion to their 
wealth. A man witb an income of 
;10,000 does not uae ten times as much 
iquor and tobacco aa a man witb an in- 
come of $1,000. People do not pay 
,heae taxes in proportion to thftir wealth 
or in proportiou to their income. 
What 


s tbe result? Why, the result is that 
on an average the people with small in- 
comes pay a larger per cent of their iu- 
;ome to the support of the government 
through internal revenue tar.ea than the 
>eople with targe incomes. 


WORSK A\D WORSE. 


How about import rluti««? Are they 


assessed in proportion to what the peo- 
ple have? No, they sre assessed in pro- 
portion to what the people want, and 
tbe wants oi tha people aro not in pro 
portion to the possessions of tbe people. 
Import 
are levied on what you 


that principle? 
We find it 


Declaration of American Independence 
and it reads, that all men aro created 
equal. You aay it is an old doctrine 
Yea, it ia old, and yet, my friends, there 
ia not a bad law upon the statute books 
but violates that principle and not a 
good law advocated btt whntconformi 
to it. Sbow me an abuse of government 
and I will show you a law that deniei 
tbe equality of all before the law. SDO? 
mo a good law, which you ask, and 
will show yon a law tbat you cannot de 
feud except on the theory that it i 
carrying out tbe idea t f equality before 
tbe law. 
There are some who imagine tha 


when we speak of the equality before 
tbe law we mean to level society ; there 
are some who imagine tbat we meau to 
lake the property of those who have 
and give to those who have not. We d( 
not mean that. When we apeak o 
equality before the law we recogutze 
that while men differ in industry, while 
they differ in economy, while they diffe 
in integrity, while they differ ia inielli 
eence, they will differ in earthly poeaes 
aione itnd ought to differ. 


What we mean id this, that wheneve 


tbo citizen comes in contact with tb 
government, that whenever the eovern 
meat touches the citizen, then All ma? 
Rtand upon a level Diane and tbere shall 
bo no difference between high and low. 
between rich and poor in regard to the 
government's treatment of them. That, 
my friends, ia what we mean, and that 


what we contend for. (Applause.) 


THE CtlRPF. OF FAVORITISM. 


Now, if it be true that all men are 


created equal, then it must he true ihat 
no citizen has a natural richt to injure 
any other citizen. If it be true thnt no 
citizen haa a natural riirht to injure any 
other citwdii, then it follows that a good 
jovernuient will neither enable nor ner- 
;nit one citizen to injure another. 
But, 


does government rnable one citizen to 
iniuie another? Yes, my friends, far 
too often. Yes, my frienda, favoritism 
is tn« abupe, the curse of all govprn- 
rnenta—least of all, perhaps, ot oura; 
hut it is a curse of onr government as 
well aa of others. Favoritism, partial- 
ity, special privilepee—these are the 
things tbat raise objections to govern- 
ment, and theeo are the things which 
should be removed from government. 


BSOiTS HIS TilllLE, 


I remember reading in the scriptures 


tbat when a son received a coat ol 
many colors aa an indication that hit 
father loved him more than big other 
brethren, it made the other brethren 
natfl him—hato him they did because 
hia father loved him better than bo did 
them. 
My friends, yon KO through 


oat and wear and uae. Do people eat in 
proportion to thuir wealth? Wby,not at 
all, my frienda: in fact, if there 13 any 
difference tbe poor eat more than tbo 
rich. It ia an old baying that the poor 
man is looking for food for his stomach 
while the rich man is searching for a 
stomach for his food. (Laughter and 
applauae.) People do not eat food in 
proportion to their wealth. A mau 
with an income of a hundred thou- 
sand dollars doea not use a hundred 
times as much clothing aa a man with 
an income of a thousand. So thnt you 
__.. that thoae tasea, both internal reve- 
nue taxea and import duties, are levied 
not in proportion to the people's in- 
comoH. not in proportion to their 
wealth, but they nre levied in propor- 
tion to the use tbat they make of clotli 
in?, of food, and of articles taxed. 


Tse result ia tbat when you add up 


tho taxea paid by the people, tbe people 
witb small incomes pay more than their 
ahflre of tbe burdens of the federal vov- 
flrnuient. Is it juat tbat they should? 
No one can say that it is just. In the 
irjcomo tax, which waa made a part o 
the Wilson bill, wo made an exemption 
of all incomes under four ' honeand dol- 
lars—and why? Because the people o 
omall incomea we^e already paying more 
than their share, and if wo had made 
that tax levied upon all incomes, then 
thosE) who are now paying more than 
their ahare would Still pay more than 
their share when their income tax was 
added to their other taxea. 


After having dealt, with the income 


tax Mr. Bryan took up the silver quea 
tion and discussed tbe Republican plat 
form. He said:

We 
supply the law of supply and demand to 
silver also, and we aay tbat when you 
increase the demand for silver you in- 
creafeita value when measured by gold, 
and that aa silver comes up because of 
the increased demand for it, the USB of 
silver along with gold will bring down 
the purchasing power of an ounce of 
<oltl, and that gold and silver will meet 
at tho point from which they separated 
in 1873. We believe that tbe laws that 
open tbe minta will undo tbe wrong that 
was done by the laws that closed the 
mints. And yet I bave known people 
to talk about gold, to cay that gold waa 
the only pood money, because gold 
could be melted without loss. 


GOLD VERSUS SILVER. 


We bad a debate in our state and I 


will tell you about it, because I think it 
will fix in your mind this point. Two 
men were discuaaing. The gold bug 
said that gold was the only good money, 
and to illustrate it he said : Suppose a 
man put a thousand dollars in sold and 
a thousand dollars in silver and a thou- 
sand dollars in paper in bis house, and 
luppoee his bouse burns down.

And ba added: Under 
the gold standard we increase tha n a tu- 
ber of bad debts, becansn we leaaen tbe 
ability of people to pay their debte, and 
under the go!d aumlard we lose more 
by bad debts than we can gain in the 
appreciation 
of capital stock.

But I digress. 
Donnelly had the 


banker and the farmer dircnsshig tbe 
silver question in the sleeping car. And 
othera came up and asked qucstions.and 
finally one man said to the silver advo- 
cate : Do you think it is riuht for the 
government to paas a law that will en- 
able a mau to buy my silver for fifty 
cents and coin it into a hundred and 
make the difference? And tbe silver 
advocate stood up in tbo car and ex- 
plained tbat under freo and unlimited 
coinage at IB to 1 any man in the world 
could bring eilver to our mints and bave 
412J< grains of silver converted into a 
dollar; and having explained what waa 
possible under free coinage—explained 
that each holder of bullion could bave 
that bullion converted into coin, at that 
ratio, lie asked of thoaa in tho car: IB 
there anybody here who, under frae 
coinage, would Belt that much uilver for 
less than a dollar? 


Tbere waa alienee for a moment And 


then somo one aaid : "I would." A.nd 
he wjant to see where the voice came 
from and he found tbat it came from a 
young man who waa eitting by his 
mother, and the mother warded off any 
further inquiry by saying:

TflETOKRENS LAND LAW 


WHAT RECORDER MACHEN SAYS 


ABOUT IT. 


It is Likely to Prove Quite Expen- 


sive—More Work for tbe 


Courts. 


. 


The Torrena land law passed by the 


last legislature went into effect on July 
1st. The ayatem may be used for re- 
cording land titles at tbe option of those 
owning land. Tho law ia intended to 
simplify land transfers and records, and 
ia considered a great improvement on 
former methods of recording. 


Kecorder Machen was eeen yesterday 


in regard to tbe new law, but be stated 
tbat ita methods were not yet entirely 
nnderatood owing to the fact that tbe 
law contains 118 sections, which require 
considerable study to thoroughly under- 
stand. As yet books, blanks or other 
mateiials have not been furniahed for 
tbe recording of titles under the new 
law. 


Tbe methods for placing land titles 


under this system will ha quite expen- 
sive, and Mr. Machen thinks that no 
matter what the benefits of the law may 
be, it will be many years before any 
large proportion of deeds is recorded in 
thia manner. 


The law if generally taken advantage 


of, will entail u large amount of work on 
the courts, as the title to each piece of 
land will have to be confirmed by an ac- 
tion in the superior court before being 
entered under thia plan by tbe recorder 
or registrar. Where titles rnn back 
twenty or thirty years no small amount 
of investigation wilt be required, but in 
the case ot lately acquired government 
lands deeds can easily be placed under 
the new system. 


Recorder Machen thinks that tbe 


number of hia deputies will have to be 
increased in caae people avail themaelvea 
of the Torrens plan to any extent.

Walters had committed nnicirtflhy fihoot- 
iu£, using a shotgun, it could not be 
learned wben he committed the deed, an 
be lived alone, but hia body was found 
yesterday morning by some callers at 
tbe ranch, who* immediately notified the 
coroner by telephone. 


It was not stated why Walters killed 


himself, BO it ia doubtful whether he 
left any word behind ; but it wag learned 
from Coroner Long's, brother, who ia 
one of the proprietors of the Fresno 
undertaking parlors, and wbo knew tbe 
deceased well, that Walters bad long 
been in ill health and at times, became 
very despondent. It ia therefore be- 
lieved bv thoae who knew him that be 
killed himself while iu one of theie fita 
of despondency. 


It appears tbat Walters waa fairly 


well-to-do. He wnn a stork rancher, 
and owned between three and four 
hundred acres of land, upon which be 
kept eeveial hundred head of cattle and 
a number of horses.

champion of silver. Early in the even- 
ing a prcceseion composed of the varij 


ons silver clubs and other campaign or- 
ganizations of last fall formed and 
marched to the depot headed by a band 
of music to receive the distioemehed 
visitor. 


Mr. Bryan arrived about S o'clock, 


coming from San Francisco by way ot 
Stockton. The depot was thronged with 
people at the time, as the Christian En- 
deavor trains ware coming and going in 
rapid succession. Mr. Bryan was es- 
corted through the cheering crowd to a 
carriage, the procession reformed and 
the line of march taken np for the state 
exposition building at Fifteenth and M 
streets. The streets were thronged with 
people and Mr. Bryan

cheered as he passed along. There were 
three bands of music in tbe pi occasion 
which waa composed of Bryan silver 
clubs, delegations from Folsom, Wood- 
laud, Elk Grovp, Jtocklin, Florin and 
other places, the Iruquoia of this city 
acting as escort.
